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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


At  the  annual  town  election  in  March,  1971,  Bernard  H.  Connor  was 
re-elected  to  a  three  year  term  on  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  Board 
was  organized  as  follows: 

Raymond  P.  David,  Chairman;  Bernard  H.  Connor,  Clerk;  and  Wallace 
S.  Carter,  third  member.  The  untimely  death  of  Wallace  Carter  in 
August,  was  a  great  loss  not  only  to  this  Board  but  to  all  the 
townspeople  of  Merrimac.  At  a  special  election  held  in  November, 
Richard  P.  Gallagher  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  death 
of  Wallace  Carter.  The  Board  then  organized  with  Richard  P.  Gallagher 
as  third  member. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  past  year  we  have  continued 
meetings  with  representatives  of  the  engineering  firm  of  Camp,  Dresser 
&  McKee  and  State  officials  in  reference  to  the  Merrimac  sewerage 
system.  At  present  we  are  meeting  with  these  agencies  and  officials  to 
try  to  alleviate  the  sewerage  problem. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  lost  the  services  of  the  Amesbury  police 
lock-up  and  have  been  utilizing  the  facilities  of  the  Salisbury  police 
station.  We  also  have  made  arrangements  to  have  the  Carleton 
Ambulance  Service  help  with  ambulance  service  for  the  town. 

The  program  of  the  office  of  Economic  Development  Act  has 
resulted  in  the  hiring  of  three  unemployed  persons.  One  as  assistant 
superintendent  of  highways;  one  as  school  custodian;  and,  one  police 
officer.  This  program  is  funded  by  Federal  funds  and  is  no  cost  to  the 
town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  voted  to  notify  the  Whittier  Regional 
Vocational  Technical  High  School  Committee  of  our  interest  to  become 
a  member  town  of  the  Vocational  School  Region  and  have  placed  an 
article  of  the  warrant  to  bring  this  before  the  voters  at  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  on  February  28,  1972. 

A  Civil  Service  exam  was  held  for  the  position  of  chief  of  police  of 
Merrimac.  The  Division  of  Civil  Service  has  furnished  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  with  names  of  persons  eligible  for  appointment  to  that 
position.  However,  since  an  appeal  has  been  filed  with  the  Division  of 
Civil  Service  it  will  probably  take  a  few  more  months  before  that 
position  will  be  filled  under  CiviTService. 
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During  the  past  year  it  has  been  necessary  for  the  Board  to  meet  with 
various  agencies  and  officials  of  State  and  Federal  programs.  These 
meetings  were  held  in  the  Merrimac  office,  other  communities  and  in 
Boston.  It  will  be  necessary  to  continue  these  meetings  because  of  the 
ever  increasing  need  for  local  government  to  be  in  constant  contact 
with  State  and  Federal  agencies  and  officials  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  Federal  and  State  assistance  such  as  grants  for  such  growing 
problems  as  sewerage,  water  and  municipal  building. 

Again  we  would  like  to  express  our  deep  sympathy  for  the  loss  of 
Selectman  Wallace  S.  Carter  who  was  so  dedicated  to  the  people  and 
problems  of  the  town  of  Merrimac. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  elected  and  appointed  officials  and  the  citizens 
of  the  town  for  the  cooperation  we  have  received  throughout  the  past 
year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 


Trustees  of  the  Merrimac  Public  Library  submit  their  annual  report 
for  1971 ,  the  ninety-fifth  report. 

Merrimac  residents,  old  and  young,  continued  to  make  greater  use  of 
the  library  during  the  past  year.  On  the  new  schedule  of  fulltime 
service,  40%  more  books  were  borrowed  than  in  1970,  and  265  new 
borrowers  were  registered. 

To  meet  the  increased  demand  for  library  service,  1185  volumes  were 
added  to  the  collection,  of  which  978  were  purchased  and  207  were 
donated.  The  periodical  collection  was  increased  to  a  total  of  forty 
adult  and  five  juvenile  publications.  Audiovisual  materials  now  include 
190  recordings,  120  filmstrips  and  six  tape  cassettes.  The  Eastern 
Regional  Library  System  loaned  the  library  1900  volumes,  1770  from 
the  bookmobile  service,  and  130  through  interlibrary  loans. 

An  inventary  of  the  entire  collection  was  completed,  including 
repairs,  weeding,  replacement  and  cataloging.  Ninety-five  volumes  of 
antiquarian  interest  were  assembled  in  three  special  collections:  the 
West  Amesbury  Social  Library,  The  A.  P.  Wadleigh,  and  The  Hoyt. 
Unpublished  local  history  materials  were  classified  for  use  in 
anticipation  of  increased  interest  in  the  coming  centennial  of  Merrimac. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  public,  an  outdoor  sign  has  been  erected 
on  the  library  grounds,  a  drinking  fountain  has  been  installed  on  the 
main  floor,  and  a  floor  fan  and  copying  machine  acquired.  The  major 
improvement  was  the  replacement  of  the  heating  system,  a  first  step  in 
renovation  of  the  basement  for  use  as  a  children’s  room. 

National  Library  Week  was  observed  in  the  spring  with  the  founding 
of  the  Friends  of  the  Library,  a  volunteer  adult  group  to  assist  in 
planning  special  programs  and  exhibits.  The  summer  reading  program 
for  children,  aiming  this  year  for  quality  rather  than  quantity  of  books 
read,  held  a  summer  hobby  show  at  which  prizes  and  certificates  were 
awarded  to  95  children.  The  first  annual  A.  P.  Wadleigh  Memorial  essay 
contest  for  a  work  of  local  history  by  a  Merrimac  senior  in  high  school, 
was  won  by  Raymond  C.  Estabrook,  who  was  awarded  the  prize  of 
$50.  by  the  Trustees,  at  the  Pentucket  Senior  Awards  Assembly  in 
June. 
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Benefactors  whom  the  Trustees  wish  especially  to  thank,  include  the 
32  individual  donors  of  usable  books  and  recordings  added  to  the 
library’s  holdings,  and  the  16  Merrimac  residents  who  loaned  exhibits 
for  display  throughout  the  year.  Donation,  bequests,  or  memorial  gifts 
may  be  made  to  the  library  at  any  time,  and  will  be  gratefully 
acknowledged.

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REPORT  OF  INDUSTRIAL  DEVELOPMENT  COMMISSION 


The  year  1971  was  started  by  the  Commission  obtaining  approval  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  an  article  authorizing  the  formation  of  an 
Industrial  Development  Financing  Authority.  Should  the  Town  be 
approached  by  a  qualifying  industrial  firm,  such  an  authority,  in 
cooperation  with  and  the  approval  of  the  State  Finance  Board  can 
acquire  and  develop  property,  construct  buildings,  issue  bonds,  lease 
and  transfer  such  property. 

The  Commission  advertised  in  four  issues  of  the  New  England  Real 
Estate  Journal  during  the  year. 

Two  hundred  of  our  “Opportunity  in  Merrimac”  brochures  were 
mailed  to  major  industrial  firms  throughout  the  United  States.  Several 
acknowledgments  were  received  in  reply. 

We  have  been  approached  by  two  firms  during  the  year  who 
evidenced  interest  in  locating  here.  One  found  itself  financially  not  in 
the  position  to  make  the  move.  The  other  firm  is  still  undecided  as  to 
what  it  wants  to  do. 

We  have,  with  approval  of  the  Selectmen  and  Mrs.  J.  J.  Chalifour,  on 
whose  land  it  is  located,  erected  a  bill  board  sign  reading  “Merrimac 
Invites  Industry.”  The  poles  supporting  the  sign  were  set  by  the 
Merrimac  Light  Department—  thanks  for  the  cooperation. 

Meetings  are  held  monthly.  It  is  our  sincere  hope  that  through  the 
various  means  being  tried,  we  can  attract  desirable  light-industrial  plants 
to  our  community.  We  believe  that  our  town  will  become  more 
attractive  when,  in  the  future,  we  can  assure  firms  approaching  us  of 
adequate  sewerage  and  water  facilities.

The  following  is  the  first  report  of  that  Commission. 

Our  first  act  of  business  was  to  choose  a  replacement  for  Mrs. 
Madeline  Lay  who  was  unable  to  accept  her  position  on  the 
Commission  because  of  the  many  demands  upon  her  time.  At  the  same 
time  that  we  extend  our  regrets  to  Mrs,  Lay,  we  extend  our  thanks  to 
Mr.  Kenneth  G.  Fowle  for  his  acceptance  in  filling  the  vacancy  —  we 
know  him  to  be  a  very  capable  replacement  for  another  very  capable 
person. 

Realizing  the  importance  and  magnitude  of  our  work,  the  Centennial 
Commission  has  begun  its  scheme  of  organization,  within  its  own  ranks, 
by  selecting  Mrs.  Robert  Calnan  as  Chairwoman  and  Mrs.  Dorothy 
Condon  as  Secretary  for  the  first  year.

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8.  Relocation  and  restoration  of  the  Landing  School  House  (now 
situated  directly  behind  the  fire  station  on  School  Street.) 

9.  Band  Concert 

10.  The  publication  of  a  Picture  History  of  Merrimac.

New  valuation  netted  an  increase  of  $214,705  over  the  previous 
year,  representing  four  new  dwellings  and  other  building  permits.  The 
tax  rate  jumped  despite  this  increase  in  valuation  largely  due  to  town 
meeting  expenditures  which  increased  total  appropriations  $171,000 
over  last  year.  Increased  cherry  sheet  receipts  helped  to  hold  the  school 
rate,  which  otherwise  would  have  spiraled.  There  is  very  little  building 
for  new  valuations  and  no  new  industry  to  offset  high  budgets. 

An  Act,  providing  a  tax  exemption  for  certain  qualifying  elderly 
persons,  passed  by  the  Legislature  in  1964  with  amendments  allows  an 
exemption  of  $350.  in  taxes  or  $4,000.  in  valuation  whichever  is 
greater.  Under  this  Act,  85  were  exempt  for  a  total  of  $28,936.78  on  a 
valuation  of  $435,140.

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Veteran  exemptions  allowed  under  general  laws  Ch.  59,  Sec.  5, 
Clause  22,  totaled  51  exempt  for  a  total  of  $6783.00  on  a  valuation  of 
$102,000. 

Widows  exemptions  allowed  under  general  laws  Ch.  59,  Sec.  5, 
Clause  17  and  18,  totaled  5  for  a  total  of  $665.  on  a  valuation  of 
$10,000. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  attended  monthly  Essex  County  meetings 
this  past  year  and  also  became  members  of  the  International 
Association  of  Assessing  Officers.

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REPORT  OF  THE  ELECTRIC  DEPARTMENT 


A  2500  KVA  substation  is  now  being  studied  by  Engineer  Thomas 
Welby  of  Energy  Engineer,  Inc.,  to  increase  the  station  by  another  2500 
KVA  power  transformer.  This  will  give  the  station  more  flexibility  with 
two  independent  circuits  coming  out  of  the  station.  In  case  of  trouble  it 
will  be  possible  to  switch  to  either  circuit  to  feed  the  Town.  Other 
pertinent  work  such  as  switching,  reclosures,  regulators,  etc.  will  also  be 
done. 

The  Electric  Department  has  been  and  will  continue  to  reconduct 
primaries  and  secondaries  with  larger  wire  and  change  load  centers.  We 
have  secondary  wires  and  load  centers  changed  on  West  Main  St.  and 
plan  to  run  4/0  Spacer  Cable  from  Merrimac  Square  to  the  Haverhill 
Line.  The  State  now  insists  on  using  Spacer  Cable  on  highways  which 
means  less  tree  trimming. 

The  Department  has  one  more  loop  to  make  from  Mechanic  St. 
across  Church  St.  and  Grove  St.  to  Little’s  Court  and  connecting  on 
West  Main  St.  allowing  the  Department  to  energize  the  buildings  from 
the  rear  so  that  when  the  Town  is  ready  the  wires  and  utility  poles  can 
be  removed  in  the  square.  The  square  will  be  lighted  with  mercury 
lights  on  aluminum  poles  energized  underground. 

The  Department  is  still  taking  readings  for  proper  fusing  and  load 
balance  on  its  long  branches  to  see  which  is  more  economical  to  the 
Town,  to  run  extra  primaries  or  change  the  fusing  system.  Without  any 
unforseen  difficulties  this  project  should  be  completed  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  WATER  DEPARTMENT 


The  Merrimac  Water  Department  went  along  with  the  town’s 
austerity  program  not  plannning  any  major  improvements  until  the 
Town  decides  whether  it  wants  to  develop  a  new  water  supply  at 
Sargent’s  gravel  pit  and  erect  a  million  gallon  standpipe  to  be  tied  into 
our  present  system.  The  articles  pertaining  to  a  new  well  field  and 
standpipe  were  withdrawn  in  1971  when  it  was  reported  that  H.U.D. 
had  received  more  monies  for  this  type  of  project.  The  Town  of 
Merrimac  was  turned  down  again  later,  however. 

The  Water  Department  is  still  struggling  at  the  pumping  station, 
mainly  with  the  vacuum  system  which  leaks  more  every  year.  In 
addition,  the  venturi  was  filled  with  sand  again  causing  the  venturi 
meter  to  be  out  of  order.  This  caused  the  department  to  investigate 
further  with  consultant  Engineer,  Francis  Ward.  It  was  found  that  1550 
ft.  of  ten  inch  pipe  and  900  ft.  of  six  inch  pipe  was  plugged  up.  The 
pipes  were  cleaned  out  by  New  England  Pipe  Cleaning  Co.  greatly 
improving  the  head  pressure  and  cutting  down  the  pumping  time  by 
several  hours  per  day. 

The  Water  Department  painted  the  interior  and  exterior  of  the  4500 
gallon  standpipe  and  the  roof  was  repaired. 

The  bid  for  test  wells  was  awarded  to  Laynes  to  see  if  it  is  feasible 
for  a  gravel  pack  well,  or  wells  in  the  present  well  Tied,  to  eliminate 
problems  at  the  pumping  station.  Work  is  continuing  at  the  present 
time  but  it  is  expected  results  will  be  known  by  Town  Meeting  time.

ARTICLE  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  establishment  of  a  Conservation  Fund, 
according  to  the  provisions  of  G.L.’s,  Chapter  40,  Section  5,  (51);  or 
take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  to  the  Merrimac 
Centennial  Committee  the  building  known  as  Old  Whittier  School 
House,  located  on  Lancaster  Court  to  be  used  by  said  committee  for 
the  1976  Centennial  celebration  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac;  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  pay  the  1971  unpaid  bill  charged  to  the  Town  under 
provisions  of  Chapter  32,  Section  59A  of  the  G.L.’s  which  provides  for 
reimbursement  by  the  Town  for  certain  pensions  paid  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  purchase  a  front  end  loader  backhoe;  or  take  any 
action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  pay  the  salaries  of  school  teachers  whose  salaries 
were  withheld  during  the  wage-price  freeze  period  September  1,  1971 
to  November  14,  1971 ;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  (a)  appropriate  a  sum  of 
money  to  acquire  the  land  and, building  known  as  the  “Brox  Building” 
on  East  Main  Street  consisting  of  a  building  and  two  parcels  of  land 
described  in  a  deed  of  Merrill  Rosenberg,  Receiver  in  Bankruptcy,  to 
Brox  Development  Co.,  Inc.  recorded  in  Essex  South  District  Registry 
of  Deeds,  Book  5196,  Page  757,  said  land  and  building  to  be  used  for 
municipal  garage  and  office  purposes;  (b)  determine  whether  any 
appropriation  shall  be  raised  by  borrowing  or  otherwise;  (c)  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  petition  the  General  Court  for  any  legislation  which 
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may  be  necessary  or  useful  in  connection  with  the  foregoing  and  in 
connection  with  the  equipping,  furnishing  and  remodeling  of  the  said 
building;  or  (d)  take  any  other  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  committee  of  seven  (7)  members  to  study 
the  feasibility  of  remodeling  and  renovating  the  Brox  Building  to  house 
the  Police  Department,  Fire  Department,  Highway  Department,  and  all 
Town  offices;  one  (1)  member  to  be  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one 
(1)  member  from  the  Finance  Committee,  one  (1)  member  from  the 
Planning  Board  and  four  (4)  members  at  large;  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate,  or  transfer  from  available  sums  a  sum  of  money  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  said  committee;  or  take  any  other  action  relative 
thereto. 

ARTICLE  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  join  the  Whittier 
Regional  Vocational  Technical  High  School  District  by  accepting  the 
agreement  establishing  said  District  including  the  amendment  thereto 
which  provides  for  the  admission  of  the  Town  of  Merrimac. 

ARTICLE  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  an  appropriated 
sum  of  money  to  be  paid  to  the  Whittier  Regional  Vocational  Technical 
High  School  District,  after  acceptance  of  the  Town  as  a  member  of  the 
district,  as  its  share  of  debt  service  and  operating  costs  for  the  period 
1968  through  1972,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  the  filing  of 
a  petition  in  the  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
under  the  provisions  of  Section  8  of  Article  89  of  the  Amendments  to 
the  Constitution  for  an  act  to  authorize,  ratify  and  confirm  or 
otherwise  make  valid  the  conveyance  by  the  Town  of  certain  parcels  of 
park  land,  school  land  and  school  property  bounded  by  Walnut  and 
Middle  Streets,  Merrimac  to  the  Merrimac  Housing  Authority  for  the 
construction  of  housing  for  the  elderly  which  conveyance  was 
authorized  by  the  1971  annual  Town  meeting;  or  take  any  action 
relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  the  report  of 
the  five  member  committee  authorized  by  the  voters  and  appointed  by 
the  Selectmen  to  study  the  feasibility  of  obtaining  land  and 
constructing  a  municipal  building  that  would  house  the  police 
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department,  fire  department,  highway  department  and  all  town  offices; 
or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

ARTICLE  34.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Merrimac 
Zoning  By-Laws  by  deleting  Section  XV,  referring  to  stripping  of 
Topsoil,  and  substituting  therefore  the  following: 

“SECTION  XV,  EARTH  REMOVAL” 

A.  The  Conservation  Commission  shall  serve  as  advisors  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  matters  pertaining  to  earth  removal.  Earth  is 
defined  as  being  soil,  loam,  sand,  gravel  or  stone,  in  whole  or  in 
combination,  and  is  hereinafter  referred  to  as  material. 

B.  No  person,  persons,  proprietorships,  partnerships,  or  corporations 
or  their  attorneys,  heirs  or  assigns  hereinafter  referrred  to  as 
person(s)  or  applicant(s)  shall  remove  material  from  land  not  in 
public  use  in  Merrimac  without  a  written  permit  issued  by  the 
Zoning  Appeals  Board,  hereinafter  called  the  Board,  after  a  public 
hearing.  If  such  permit  is  granted,  it  shall  be  non-transferable  and 
n  on-assignable. 

This  zoning  law  shall  not  prohibit  the  removal  of  such  material  as 
may  be  excavated  solely  for  the  purpose  of  construction  of 
foundations  for  buildings  and  other  allowable  structures  for  which 
plans  showing  the  limits  of  subsurface  construction  and  excavation 
have  been  filed  and  building  permits  have  been  issued,  or  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing  ways,  utilities,  services  or  other  engineering 
works  in  accordance  with  lines  and  grades  shown  on  plans 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  Town  officials  and  Boards  having 
jurisdiction.  This  law  shall  not  apply  to  the  transference  of  material 
from  one  part  of  a  duly  registered  lot,  tract  or  parcel  of  land  if  the 
excavated  area  is  less  than  10,000  square  feet.  This  law  shall  apply 
to  the  removal  of  material  in  connection  with  the  future  issuance 
of  a  building  permit  or  where  any  amount  of  material  in  excess  of 
that  required  soley  for  foundations  and  utility  work,  as  defined  on 
duly  filed  plans,  will  be  removed  concurrent  with  construction  or 
at  a  later  date  from  the  Town. 

C.  The  Board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  prior  to  the  issuance  of  a 
permit.  Before  the  public  hearing,  the  applicant  shall  file  with  the 
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Board  an  application  for  permit,  and  a  reproducible  plan  or  plans, 
drawn  on  linen,  such  application  and  plan(s)  including  at  least  the 
following  information  which  shall  be  a  matter  of  public  record  and 
be  available  at  the  public  hearing  for  such  permit: 

1.  The  legal  name  and  address  of  the  applicant  (owner)  of  the 
property  involved.  Corporations  or  partnerships  shall  file  with 
the  Board  a  list  of  their  officers  and  designate  their  authority 
to  sign  legal  documents. 

2.  All  boundaries  of  property  where  material  is  to  be  removed 
with  the  boundaries  of  removal  areas  shown  in  detail. 

3.  All  buildings  on  and  within  600  feet  of  said  property  including 
buildings  across  private  or  public  ways. 

4.  All  internal  roads  and  roads  within  100  feet  of  said  property 
with  their  elevations  and  established  grades. 

5.  All  waterways,  brooks,  swamps,  and  other  water  bodies  on  or 
within  100  feet  of  said  property  with  their  elevations, 
boundaries  and  presently  defined  courses. 

6.  The  height  of  the  water  table  at  its  highest  springtime 
elevation. 

7.  Contour  lines  for  the  entire  property  at  five  foot  intervals 
showing  existing  surface  elevations  and  proposed  elevations  for 
the  excavated  earth  prior  to  reloaming  at  the  completion  of 
operations. 

8.  Any  and  all  easements,  existing  and  proposed,  public  or 
private. 

9.  Any  and  all  established  bench  marks  on  or  within  100  feet  of 
said  property. 

10.  All  land  to  be  operated  on,  divided  into  square  grids  400  feet 
on  each  side  unless  the  property  involved  is  less  than  such  grid 
area  and  in  such  case,  the  grid  shall  constitute  the  lesser  area. 
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11.  A  listing  of  routes  within  the  town  to  be  used  by  all  vehicles 
that  will  be  directly  involved  with  proposed  earth  removal 
operations. 

The  above  mentioned  plan  shall  be  drawn  by  a  registered  land 
surveyor,  licensed  to  practice  in  Massachusetts,  to  a  scale  of  1  inch 
equals  40  feet  for  areas  up  to  20  acres,  and  a  scale  of  1  inch  equals 
80  feet  for  larger  areas.  In  addition,  a  plan  shall  be  provided  which 
will  show  the  relationship  of  said  property  to  easily  identifiable 
landmarks.  The  Board  after  study  may  make  such  corrections  and 
revisions  in  conjunction  with  the  applicant  prior  to  the  public 
hearing  as  it  deems  advisable  in  the  public  interest.  Notice  of  the 
public  hearing  shall  be  given  to  abutters  as  they  appear  on  the  most 
recent  tax  list,  to  the  Selectmen,  Planning  Board,  the  Conservation 
Commission,  and  to  such  other  persons  or  Town  Boards  as  the 
Board  shall  prescribe,  including  owners  of  property  within  600  feet 
of  property  of  the  applicant  including  those  located  across  public 
and  private  ways.  All  such  notices  shall  be  sent  via  certified  mail 
with  return  receipt  requested,  and  the  notice  shall  be  posted  and/or 
advertised  in  a  newspaper  with  general  circulation  in  Merrimac  in 
accordance  with  prescribed  laws.  At  the  hearing,  any  party  whether 
entitled  to  notice  thereof  or  not  may  appear  in  person.  The  Board 

shall  issue  appropriate  regulations  for  conducting  such  meetings. 
The  Chairman  may  administer  oaths.  The  applicant  shall  pay  a  $25 
filing  fee  and  pay  such  expenses  for  consultants  or  other  services  as 
the  Board  may  require  in  connection  with  the  petition.  This  filing 
fee  to  be  used  in  defraying  costs  in  connection  with  the  permit  and 
its  subsequent  regulation,  of  which  $15  is  refundable  if  the  petition 
is  not  granted.  The  Board  may  require  the  assistance  of  any  other 
Town  Board,  officer  or  employee  in  carrying  out  its  functions 
under  this  By-Law  and  require  the  applicant  to  bear  the  costs 
involved.  In  issuing  the  permit,  the  Board  may  impose  various 
specifications  and  restrictions  as  later  set  forth,  for  the  adequate 
protection  of  the  neighborhood  and  the  Town.  Any  conditions 
imposed  by  the  Board  shall  be  attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  the 
permit.  A  copy  of  the  permit  shall  be  sent  to  the  Selectmen, 
Planning  Board,  and  the  Conservation  Commission  and  the  permit 
and  the  plans  shall  be  a  public  record. 

D.  The  Board  shall  consider  among  other  things  the  following:  method 
of  removal,  days  and  time  of  working,  type  of  machinery  to  be 
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used,  limitation  of  area  for  excavation,  clearance  of  brush, 
elimination  of  dust,  soil  erosion,  watershed  areas,  water  table 
protection,  drainage,  placing  and  size  of  culverts,  contour  grading 
and  conditioning  of  the  land  after  operations  are  completed,  routes 
of  travel,  planting  of  area  to  suitable  cover,  disposition  of  top  soil 
and  re-establishing  of  ground  levels  and  grades. 

In  case  of  soil  or  loam  removal,  the  recommendations  of  the 
appropriate  Soil  District  Supervisor  and  the  County  Extention 
Director  or  Agent  and  their  successors  shall  be  considered  except 
where  the  removal  of  the  soil  or  loam  is  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board 
necessarily  incidental  to  and  in  connection  with  the  construction  of 
a  road  or  other  facility  involving  a  permanent  change  in  the  use  of 
the  land. 

E.  In  approving  any  plan  for  the  removal  of  material,  the  Board  shall 
consider  a  written  report  by  the  Conservation  Commission  whether 
the  land  is  suitable  for  the  removal  of  said  material;  and  whether 
the  operation  will  be  injurious,  noxious,  or  offensive  to  a 
neighborhood  for  the  reason  of  odor,  fumes,  dust,  smoke,  vibration 
or  noise  or  other  cause.  The  Board  shall  consider  whether  steps 
shall  be  taken  so  as  not  to  hinder  or  endanger  traffic  on  public  or 
private  ways,  and  may  require  at  its  discretion  that  police  control 
of  traffic  be  provided  by  the  applicant  at  his  expense.  The 
applicant  shall  provide  the  Town  Counsel  a  certificate  of  insurance 
containing  public  liability  and  property  damage  insurance  with 
standard  municipal  ‘holdharmless’  agreement.  The  amount  of 
insurance  is  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  and  said  certificate 
after  approval  by  Town  Counsel  is  to  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk. 
Operations  shall  not  begin  until  said  insurance  is  approved. 

The  Board  shall  also  require  “security”  in  the  forms  of  a  proper 
non-cancellable  bond,  or  deposits  of  money  or  negotiable  securities 
on  a  scale  of  no  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  per  acre,  the  exact 
amount  to  be  set  by  the  Board.  If  a  permit  is  granted  by  the  Board, 
such  “security”  will  be  deposited  with  the  Town  Treasurer  and 
approved  by  the  Town  Counsel  prior  to  the  applicant  commencing 
operations.  Said  “security”  shall  be  held  by  the  Town  until  all  of 
the  specifications  have  been  complied  with. 

Bond  issued  for  “security”  shall  specify  restrictions  and  regulations 
as  contained  in  the  permit. 
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Upon  granting  of  any  permit,  the  applicant  shall  agree  that  free 
access  to  areas  of  operation  shall  be  granted  to  any  Board  member 
or  Conservation  Commission  member  during  normal  hours  of 
operation  after  a  reasonable  period  of  notification,  not  to  exceed  3 
days.  Upon  granting  of  any  permit,  the  following  minimum 
specifications  and  requirements  shall  be  imposed  and  be  affixed  to 
all  permits: 

1.  Trees,  which  are  to  be  removed,  shall  be  cleared  (not 
bulldozed). 

2.  All  cleared  trees,  brush  and  stumps  shall  be  chipped  or 
removed  from  the  site.  Wood  chips  may  be  place  on  finished 
grade. 

3.  All  loam  and  soil  must  be  bulldozed  into  piles  for  future 
spreading.  No  loam  or  soil  may  be  removed  from  the  property 
unless  previously  provided  for  in  these  by-laws. 

4.  Material  other  than  loam  or  soil  may  be  removed  relative  to 
contours  as  specified  by  the  Board  and  as  shown  on  the 
original  plan  or  an  amended  plan  submitted  by  the  applicant 
and  approved  by  the  Board.  In  material  removal  areas,  ledge 
shall  not  be  left  exposed  above  the  approved  grade  and 
boulders  shall  be  removed  or  buried  at  least  such  that  their 
tops  are  six  feet  below  the  approved  grade.  In  the  event  that 
ledge  is  encountered  prior  to  reaching  the  approved  grade  a 
revision  of  the  approved  grade  plan  must  be  submitted  to  the 
Board  within  30  days  and  no  work  affecting  the  proposed 
revision  shall  be  done  until  the  Board  gives  approval. 

5.  After  the  material  has  been  removed  from  the  grid  (400  ft.  x 
400  ft.)  and  before  proceeding  to  the  next  grid,  the  excavation 
shall  be  graded  to  the  approved  grade,  prior  to,  or  concurrent 
with  operations  on  the  next  grid,  all  loam  and  soil  shall  be 
respread  over  the  entire  excavation,  except  in  such  areas  as  are 
required  for  egress  in  subsequent  operations;  and  this  shall  be 
limited  to  30  foot  wide  roadways  and  100  foot  wide 
tum-arounds.  All  banks  prior  to  and  resulting  from  operations 
shall  be  graded  to  a  slope  no  steeper  than  two  feet  horizontal 
to  one  foot  vertical.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  finished 
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grade  be  less  than  six  feet  above  the  highest  springtime  water 
table.  After  all  operations  are  completed,  areas  used  for  egress 
shall  be  brought  to  grade  and  finished  in  accordance  with 
regulations  pertaining  to  other  areas  as  specified  in  these 
by-laws. 

6.  All  timbers,  structures  and  the  like,  which  are  not  part  of  the 
finished  plan,  shall  be  removed  as  the  operation  is  terminated. 

7.  Rye  grass  shall  be  seeded  on  this  reloamed  area  at  a  minimum 
rate  of  200  pounds  per  acre.  Other  ground  covers  acceptable  to 
the  Board  may  be  substituted. 

8.  Upon  completion  and  approval  by  the  Board  of  each  400’  x 
400’  grid,  the  “security”  may  be  advanced  to  the  next  grid. 

9.  The  Board  shall  reserve  the  right  to  limit  the  days  and  hours  of 
operation  and  shall  require  anti-dust  treatment  in  those  areas 
that  in  the  Board’s  opinion  require  such  treatment. 

10.  Material  shall  not  be  excavated  at  any  time  to  a  level  that  will 
produce  standing  water,  and  drainage  of  surface  water  shall  be 
maintained. 

1 1 .  Backfilling  shall  be  accomplished  to  the  completed  grades 
specified  in  the  original  petition  and  shall  be  accomplished 
with  suitable  material  as  approved  by  the  Board.  Such 
backfilling  to  be  covered  by  a  minimum  of  six  inches  of  loam 
and  rehabilitated  in  a  manner  previously  prescribed. 

12.  As  minimum  requirement  said  permits  shall  require  that  the 
following  buffer  areas  be  left  in  their  natural  state  on  the 
applicant’s  property  during  the  life  of  the  permit: 

a.  300  feet  of  any  street  line 

b.  200  feet  of  any  other  boundary  line 

c.  600  feet  of  any  occupied  dwelling 

13.  At  the  applicant’s  expense,  the  Board  shall  require  that 
property  markers  be  set  to  determine  the  total  extent  of  the 
owner’s  property  to  be  involved  in  operations,  and  that  each 
grid  (400  feet  x  400  feet)  of  land  or  less  than  a  grid  in  the  case 
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of  a  complete  parcel,  being  operated  shall  also  be  so  marked. 
Furthermore  the  level  of  water  table  as  previously  described 
herein  shall  be  referenced  to  suitable  bench  marks  on  said 
parcels  at  convenient  locations  and  in  such  a  manner  to  allow 
for  measurement  by  the  Conservation  Commission  or  other 
agencies  as  they  believe  are  necessary  to  insure  compliance 
with  the  by-laws. 

14.  All  provisions  of  the  Hatch  Act  and  the  Inland  Wetlands  Act 
shall  be  observed. 

The  Board  may  also  affix  any  additional  specifications  and 
restrictions  as  are  considered  necessary. 

F.  No  permit  or  renewal  of  permit  issued  hereafter  shall  be  valid  for 
more  than  one  year  from  its  date  of  issue.  Existing  permits  shall  be 
valid  until  their  dates  of  expiration.  Renewal  of  a  permit  shall  be 
applied  for  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  expiration  of  a  permit. 
Prior  to  the  renewal  of  a  permit,  to  which  mandatory  specifications 
and  restrictions  shall  be  affixed  and  additional  ones  may  be  affixed, 
the  Board  will  hold  a  public  hearing. 

Before  the  public  hearing,  the  Board  shall  require  The  Conservation 
Commission  to  submit  in  writing  to  the  Board,  a  statement  of 
compliance  or  non-compliance  with  the  restrictions  and 
specifications  as  set  forth  in  the  permit.  If  the  statement  reports 
non-compliance,  the  violations  shall  be  indicated. 

G.  When  the  statement  of  the  Conservation  Commission  indicates 
non-compliance  with  the  restrictions  and  specifications  as  set  forth 
in  the  permit,  the  Board  shall  cause  a  certified  letter,  return  receipt 
requested,  to  be  written  to  the  applicant.  This  letter  shall  (a) 
indicate  the  violations,  (b)  advise  the  applicant  that  he  shall  have 
30  days  from  the  date  of  the  letter  to  comply  with  the  zoning  laws, 
and  (c)  advise  him  that  the  permit  will  not  be  renewed  unless  he 
complies  with  the  restrictions  and  specifications.  The  decision  of 
the  Board  on  renewal  of  the  permit  shall  be  postponed  until 
another  written  report  by  the  Conservation  Commission  is  made 
regarding  compliance. 

In  the  event  that  the  Board  denied  the  renewal  of  the  permit  for 
reasons  of  non-compliance  the  Board  shall  within  one  day  advise 
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the  Town  Treasurer  and  the  Selectmen  of  their  decision  and 
recommend  the  forfeiture  of  bond,  deposits  of  money  or 
negotiable  securities  as  referrred  to  in  the  permit  issued  to  the 
applicant.” 

;  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

And  you  are  hereby  required  to  serve  this  Warrant  by  posting 
attested  copies  thereof  in  three  (3)  public  places  in  said  Town  of 
Merrimac,  at  least  seven  (7)  days  before  said  time  of  meeting.

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ANNUAL  REPORT 
1971 


To  the  Selectmen  and  the  Citizens  of  Merrimac: 

The  Merrimac  School  Committee  submits  the  following  report  for 
the  year  1971.  For  a  report  of  the  educational  program  in  Grades  7-12, 
please  turn  to  the  report  of  the  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee. 
The  Pentucket  report,  this  year,  contains  a  rather  extensive  explanation 
of  collective  bargaining,  a  relatively  new  aspect  of  School  Committee 
duties  as  defined  by  Chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws.  For  a  number  of 
years  the  local  School  Committee  negotiated  with  the  elementary 
teachers  separately  from  the  secondary  school  negotiations.  This  year 
combined  Kindergarten  to  Grade  12  negotiations  were  conducted.  This 
change  keeps  all  School  Committeemen  better  informed  and  more 
involved  in  the  total  contract. 

Educational  Costs  and  Reimbursements 

In  the  1970  School  Committee  report  to  the  Town  of  Merrimac  this 
Committee  indicated  in  detail  the  anticipated  reimbursements  for  1970. 
The  actual  reimbursements,  totalling  49  per  cent  of  the  elementary 
school  expenditures  for  1970  (see  pages  46  and  56),  reflect  the 
Commonwealth’s  concern  and  obligation  for  the  education  of  its 
citizens.  Over  the  years  the  Commonwealth  pre-empted  certain  tax 
resources  to  itself  but  recognized  the  need  to  return  some  of  this 
money  through  equalization  of  educational  opportunities  back  to  the 
towns  with  the  most  need.  If  this  concern  for  the  education  of  all 
children  in  the  Commonwealth  continues,  Merrimac  can  expect 
continued  assistance  at  the  1970  level,  or  more.  Although  the  Town 
must  raise  the  money  through  taxation,  approximately  49  per  cent  of 
the  expenditure  may  be  returned. 

We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  burden  of  real  estate  taxes  on  the 
citizens  of  this  Town.  We,  too,  look  with  anticipation  to  the  efforts  of 
various  groups  throughout  the  state  and  nation  to  lift  the  real  estate  tax 
burden  for  school  purposes  off  the  local  taxpayer.  In  the  meantime  we 
will  continue  to  press  for  as  much  assistance  as  possible  from  the 
Commonwealth. 


Whittier  Vocational 

This  Committee  reaffirms  the  position  of  all  previous  School 
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Committees  relative  to  the  need  of  the  Town  to  belong  to  the 
Vocational-Technical  School  district.  We  strongly  support  Merrimac’s 
admission  to  the  District  for  the  following  reasons  but  other  reasons 
can  be  cited. 

1.  Fifty  per  cent  of  our  high  school  graduates  do  not  continue  their 
education  or  training. 

2.  Many  of  those  that  do  enroll  in  a  continuing  education  program  do 
not  complete  their  training. 

3.  Dropouts  from  present  educational  programs  need  additional  skills. 

4.  The  non-career-oriented  student  does  not  take  full  advantage  of  the 
academic  type  of  schooling.  These  students  struggle  through  school 
and  face  with  desperation  further  academic  learning. 

5.  The  job  market  for  skilled  artisan  is  growing;  the  demand  for 
unskilled  laborers  declining. 

6.  Whittier  offers  diversified  learning  experiences  for  boys  and  girls. 

7.  Whittier  will  offer  educational  opportunities  for  girls,  an  area  long 
unfulfilled. 

8.  Although  there  are  19  students  at  Haverhill  Trade,  at  this  writing,  on 
the  average,  each  year  5  Merrimac  applicants  are  refused  admittance 
to  the  Trade  School. 

Educational  Costs  and  Educational  Services 
As  we  all  know  costs  have  continued  to  rise  for  many  years.  The 
increase  has  reflected  inflationary  pressures,  increased  enrollments, 
additional  legislation  and  demands  for  additional  services.  Historically, 
the  community  has  provided  the  basic  educational  needs.  With  the 
passage  of  time  and  renewed  concern  for  the  education  of  all  children 
in  order  to  make  them  productive  citizens,  new  legislative  provisions 
were  enacted  to  meet  the  new  concerns.  Extended  educational  services 
are  now  mandated  by  law.  Some  of  the  newer  and  more  controversial, 
also  expensive,  mandates  are:  the  transportation  and  tuition  (or 
providing  for  them  locally)  of  the  mentally  retarded  pre-school  child, 
transportation  and  tuition  of  individuals  in  rehabilitation  programs, 
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transportation  and  tuition  (or  providing  locally)  for  the  emotionally 
disturbed,  the  visually  handicapped,  the  physically  handicapped. 

In  spite  of  the  concern  expressed  oftentimes  by  individuals  as  to  the 
validity  of  including  these  services  in  the  school  budget,  until  the  laws 
pertaining  to  these  services  are  repealed,  this  Committee  is  compelled  to 
include  them.  Critics  should  keep  in  mind  (1)  that  the  Schools  did  not 
ask  for  this  inclusion  and  (2)  that  the  legislature  placed  these  services 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  schools  because  no  other  public,  or 
private,  agency  could  provide  the  needed  services  as  reasonably  and 
efficiently. 

In  viewing  the  events  of  1971  this  Committee  restates  that  its 
decisions  are  based  on  the  will  of  the  majority  of  the  citizens  of 
Merrimac  as  accurately  as  this  will  is  related  or  implied.  We  accept  the 
fact  that  differences  of  opinion  exist,  as  they  do  in  a  democracy.  We 
regret  that  we  can  not  always  convey  the  magnitude  of  the  problems  to 
each  citizen,  and  also  our  inability  to  solve  the  contradictory  positions 
on  all  local  issues  to  the  satisfaction  of  all  factions.

ANNUAL  REPORT  1971 


To  the  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Groveland,  Merrimac  and  West 
Newbury: 

The  Pentucket  Regional  School  Committee  submits  the  following 
report  for  1971. 

The  Committee  held  24  regular  meetings,  many  sub-committee 
meetings  and  many  negotiations  meetings.  The  amount  of  time  devoted 
to  the  resolution  of  the  district’s  needs  is  complicated  by  the 
complexity  of  the  issues,  the  varying  demands  of  the  various  factions 
with  different  interests,  and  changing  educational  structures,  programs 
and  policies.  Even  a  partial  examination  of  any  major  issue  requires 
time  to  study,  examine  and  the  reaching  of  a  consensus. 

This  decision-making  process  is  also  necessary  to  the  resolution  of 
Committee  decisions  regarding  negotiation  positions  in  bargaining  with 
the  teachers  as  well  as  policy  making.  The  members  of  this  Committee 
represent  and  reflect  the  diversity  of  opinions  found  in  the  community. 
As  one  would  find  in  a  cross-section  of  any  community  on  any  issue, 
the  range  of  differences  may  be  from  the  most  extreme  on  one  end  of  a 
continuum  to  the  other  end.  This  range  of  differences  must  be  resolved 
by  the  School  Committee  which  in  turn  then  presents  its  decisions 
(positions)  on  items  under  consideration  to  the  teacher  representatives 
through  its  chief  negotiator. 

Pursuant  to  Chapter  149  of  the  General  Laws  the  Committee  must 
then  bargain  in  good  faith  with  the  teachers  on  wages,  hours  and  other 
conditions  of  employment.  In  1971  this  bargaining  was  interrupted  by 
a  demand  by  the  teachers  for  fact-finding  through  the  sponsorship  of 
the  State  Board  of  Arbitration  and  Conciliation.  Fact-finding  is  a  legal 
proceeding  which  attempts  to  effect  an  agreement  between  the  parties 
involved.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  hearings  devoted  to  the  impasse  the 
fact-finder  provides  a  written  report  of  his  findings  and 
recommendations.  On  the  basis  of  the  fact-finders  report,  a  final 
agreement  was  reached  by  this  Committee  and  the  teachers. 

NEGOTIATIONS 

Contract  negotiations  are  much  more  complex  than  commonly 
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assumed.  Under  the  statute  previously  mentioned,  collective  bargaining 
includes  good  faith  efforts  in  respect  to  wages,  hours  and  other 
condition  of  employment.  The  limitations  of  bargaining  have  not  been 
clearly  developed  for  education  institutions  and  the  variations  in 
practices  in  Massachusetts  school  systems  have  made  negotiations  a  very 
tedious  process.  Topics  commonly  presented  for  negotiations  include 
the  following: 

Negotiations

Non-teaching  duties 
Teacher  Assignments 
Vacancies 

Positions  in  Summer  School 
Teacher  evaluations 
Substitute  Teachers 
Textbooks

Teacher  salary  schedules  defining  the  minimum  and  maximum  limits, 
the  necessary  requirements  which  must  be  fulfilled  in  order  to  receive 
any  increments. 

Administrative  salaries  and  obligations. 

All  extra-curricular  salaries. 

The  above  topics  in  themselves  represent  prospects  for  lengthy 
discussions.  Since  almost  every  item  represents  possible  differences  of 
opinion,  negotiations  must  be  carefully  conducted.  The  final  wording 
of  any  and  all  aspects  of  the  written  contract  must  be  carefully  edited 
otherwise  misunderstandings  occur  and  furthermore,  contract 
provisions  are  enforceable  through  legal  arbitration  and  other  legal 
proceedings. 

At  this  time  this  Committee  wishes  to  express  its  deepest 
appreciation  to  Mr.  Pemberton  Minster,  a  fellow  member  of  the  present 
West  Newbury  School  Committee  and  professional  negotiator,  for  the 
many  hours  he  has  given  while  serving  as  the  Committee’s  Chief 
Negotiator  for  the  past  two  years  without  charge.  Although  health

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reasons  prohibit  him  from  serving  in  this  capacity  again  we  sincerely 
hope  that  he  will  continue  as  a  most  valuable  member  of  the  West 
Newbury  Board.  The  Committee  has  retained  another  professional 
negotiator  for  the  1972-3  contract  negotiations  now  in  process. 

School  Population  Growth 

This  page  illustrates  the  growth  of  the  pupil  population  in  Grades  7  - 
12  in  the  District  since  its  opening  in  1958.  The  enrollemnt  increase 
over  the  13  year  span  averages  10  per  cent  annually.  Looking  ahead 
continued  growth  is  expected  for  about  six  years  on  the  basis  of  the 
present  elementary  school  population.  Looking  at  the  present  situation 
in  terms  of  pupil  stations  there  is  still  room  to  grow  but  restrictions  in 
course  selectivity  have  appeared  due  to  the  renewed  interest  in  home 
economics  and  industrial  arts  which  may  reflect  the  reawakened 
interest  in  vocational  education  nationally.

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Career  Education 

One  of  the  educational  curriculum  areas  being  carefully  watched  by 
this  Committee  is  that  generally  termed  career  education.  One  of  the 
hopeful  aims  of  this  program  is  to  eliminate,  or  at  least  ease,  the 
aimlessness  of  many  students.  This  aimlessness— the  failure  to  establish 
goals,  the  failure  of  motivation  and  perhaps  pride  in  oneself— is  being 
attacked  on  several  fronts.  The  present  program  planning  goals  call  for 
revisions  of  elementary  school  offerings  as  well  as  secondary  programs 
including  vocational  offerings.  An  overall  tentative  outlook  calls  for 
career  awareness  at  the  elementary  level,  career  exploration  at  the 
junior  high  level  and  job  entry  skills  at  the  senior  high  level. 

Such  contemplated  programs  offer  some  hope  of  alleviating  present 
non-career-oriented  education.  Curriculum  materials  and  procedures  are 
still  to  be  worked  out  but  they  do  offer  some  hope  for  easing  some  of 
the  problems  of  school  pupils.  Although  this  Committee  sees 
possibilities  within  a  program  of  the  nature  described  above,  the 
program  may  not  be  panacea  for  all  the  different  types  of  students  in 
our  schools. 

School  Evaluation 

At  least  once  every  ten  years  each  secondary  school  that  wishes  to 
remain  accredited  (in  good  standing)  in  the  New  England  Association  of 
Secondary  Schools  and  Colleges  must  conduct  a  self-evaluation  by  its 
staff  and  undergo  an  evaluation  by  a  visiting  committee  from  other 
schools  and  members  of  the  Department  of  Education.  During  1971  the 
self-evaluation  was  begun  by  the  staff  in  preparation  for  the  Visiting 
Committee  which  will  spend  three  days  in  the  spring  of  1972  at  the 
school  completing  the  process.  School  evaluation  is  necessary  to  retain 
accreditation,  and  it  is  considered  a  vital  force  in  school  improvement. 

In  submitting  this  report  we  are  mindful  of  the  high  cost  of 
education  for  our  children.  And  yet,  we  point  out  that  this  service  is 
provided  at  a  reasonable  cost  in  comparison  with  other  schools. 
Furthermore,  we  believe  we  have  tempered  the  demands  made  upon  the 
educational  system  with  the  willingness  of  the  people  to  provide  this 
service  as  you,  the  people,  have  expressed  these  desires  to  us.
